— By  fevtral  geiitl.men 
lately  from  the  Ifleof  France  it  is  rc‘ 
ported — That  a Daiu.fli  lliip  on  her  pal- 
fage  to  Cliina  in  the  eaflern  route,  took 
i'rcm  an  uninhabited  Illand,  an  officer 
and  four  or  live  men  belonging  to  the 
Ihips  coinmartded  by  M.  Peyroufe,  wli. 
were  fo  emaciated  and  worn  down  for 
want  of  food,  that  they  furv'.ved  only  ? 
few  days  ; and  that  papers  containing 
the  hiflory  of  their  fliipwreck,  and  par- 
ticulars of  getting  alhore  among  the  na- 
tives, Uc.  were  in  polTeffion  of  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  llle  of  France. 

The  talc  related  by  the  unfortunate 
officer  and  men  to  the  Danes  on  board 
the  lliip  before  they  died,  is,  as  nearly  ns 
1 can  learn,  as  follows  : The  Ihips  left 
Port  Jackfon,  and  after  failing  fonic 
time  were  unfortunately  driven  amona 

rocks  and  ftiipwreckcd the  principai 

part  of  the  officers  and  crew,  lauded  in 
jafety,  and  preferved  great  part  of  the 
P.ores,  &c.  They  found  the  natives 
numerous  and  apparently  horpitahle. 
After  remaining  foine  time  on  the  mon 
pcaeeahlc  terms  with  them,  it  was  deter 
mined  to  build  a fiiiall  vefTel  from  nlrts  of 
the  '.rrccks  and  the  flately  trees  o'*  jund- 
iiig  in  their  neighborhood,  and  to  feek 
I'onie  European  fettleincnt.  from  whence 
they  could  procure  a palfage  to  their 
own  country.  In  the  proferution  ol 
this  hopeful  fchenie,  they  cut  down  ftv- 
erai  trees  to  commence  th"  buiiiiefs; 
not  Uiiiiking  it  of  any  coiifcouenre  to 
the  natives  they  vlid  not  formally  afk 
leave  of  th«ni  to  ul'e  the  timber.  The 
ravages,  however,  inofl  unluckily  con- 
reiving  their  rights  invaded,  became  in- 
ftantly  alarmed,  and  all  their  foriiici 
frirmlly  interr.imfc  iiiimeuiatcly  coaled.
